Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lee 
(Pat No 6,254,044). The patent to Lee discloses a support (14), legs (16), journal (164), 
housing (10) and coupling (104). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 



Claims 2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lee. As to claim 2, it only requires a reversal of parts to meet the limitation of the claim. 
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which is obvious to one skilled in the art. As to claim 3, the stand shown by Lee can be 
used with an irradiation device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9-11 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The 
new limitation in claim 1 does not overcome the former rejection. Lee shows the legs 16 
resting on the same plane on both the rest position (Fig 2) and the operational position 
(Fig 6), while the support (14) changes from a parallel position to the legs (Fig 2) to an 
away position (Fig 6).
